THE MANCHURIAN RAILWAY 


CERTAIN section of the American 
Press has been violently exci! 
itself, apparently at the instiga- 

tion of certain financiers, over the dif- 
ficulties experienced in carrying out a 
policy favored by certain financial 
groups of railway construction in Man- 
churia, The extraordinary feature of 
the agitation is the way in which it 
wus exploited for the purpose of excit- 
ing apimosity against Great Britain. 
**John Bull, voila l’ennemi,’’ was the 
refrain of these agitators, and all the 
while John Bull was as innocent as a 
babe unborn. The facts are very simple. 
A financial group composed of En; fon: 
men and Amerieans sought for and ob-

America’s forciga credit 
should be 641,000,000 dollars, but of this 
300,000,000 dollars are paid te foreign 
ers for carrying Americas eargo and 
American passengers, and this appar 
ent eredit balance may very easily be- 
come a debit balance, taking freight im 
foreign vessels, insurance, ete., into ac- 
count, In the past thirty years six bil- 
lions of American gold have been ex- 
ported in this way.

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VUE Winnipeg clearing house is an 
institution that is much heard of 
through the figures it gives ont; 

that is, the figures are widely known 

and justly esteemed remarkable, and 


by this remarkableness, some fame 
vomes to the organization which pro- 
duces these figures; figures that 
epitomixe the wonderful progress of 
a community without parallel in the 
world today; figures that tell the story 
of this progress truly and well to the 
anderstanding mind of the business man 
of other parts, to which these figures 
go out, full of information, accurately 
setting forth the rise and fall of the 
business barometer of Winnipeg, simply 
accurate, convincingly strong.

T hat 
is to say: There has been nearly forty 
gillion dollars worth more business 
mansacted in Winnipeg than there was 
fer the same period of time in 1909 
This important fact has been deter 
mined by the Winnipeg clearing house, 
an institution so simple in its working, 
and so accurate in the results obtain 
able, that the man who sees it In opera

Like the way to the spider's 
ehamber into which the fly was cor 
dially invited, the approach to the 
clearing house is down a winding 
stair. There the similarity ends; 
those who walk this stair do 80 
in agreement—and for the purpose 
of doing good to each other. At 
the foot of the stair are two guards, 
armed for emergencies which, happily, 
have never arisen in Winnipeg. Down 
the stair-way there come, every bank 
ing day but Saturday a Sree of mep. 
Three in a row, so to speak, they core, 
w» clerk, a messenger and an escort 
from each of the twenty-one banks in 
the city—sixty-three men all told. The 
messenger carries the packages contain- 
img checks and money that represent 
the business of his bank on the pre- 
vious bank day, the escort and clerk 
travel light and all three are armed— 
in fact or in supposition—because the 
messenger carries in the leather case 
that hangs from his shoulders, treasure 
that thieves might break through «und 
steal if opportunity afforded. In the 
aggregate, these 6 y-three men may 
on as much as five or six million 
dollars between them, sometimes, and it

By ten o'clock of the ordinary bhank- 
ing day, and by nine-forty-five on Sat- 
urday, these sixty-three men are as 
sembled in the basement room, that is 
occupied by the Winnipeg clearing 
house. They must be there on time 
or be fined, and it is a rule of the clear- 
ing house that no wait of longer than 
six minutes will be made. Such a wait 
costs the bank that is the cause of it 
three dollars—fifty cents a minute— 
but fines are rare and prompt attend- 
ance usual. 

In the room where these bank em- 
ployees assemble every banking day in 
the year—rain or shine, blow high or 
blow low—there are twenty-one booths, 
arranged in horseshoe form, and at the 
open end of the shoe a raised platform 
with a desk.) Across this desk is a strip 
of wood with hooks on it—twenty-one 
hooks; one for each bank, again. Behind 
the desk is a man, fair-complexioned, 
alert, businesslike, and with that sort 
of facility at figures that enables him 
to cast up accounts that mount to mil- 
— with one hand, and—figuratively 
—to carry on a conversation with the 
other. This man is Edward M. Counsell, 
for four years manager of the Winni- 
peg clearing house, and thoroughly ex- 

rienced, by this and other work in 
anking, for his position. 


The Autocrat of the Clearing House 


At his desk in the clearing house, 
Mr. Counsell is monarch of all he sur- 
veys. It is one of the rules of the clear- 
ing honse that any person who has to do 
with its business and who disregards 
the manager's instruction, shall be sub- 
jeet to a fine of a dollar. Business be- 
gins when the manager rings his bell, 
Whicli is sharp on the stroke of ten 
o'clock. Up to that time the manager 
is busy taking account of slips tarned 
in to him by the clerks. 

At ten o'clock he says: ‘‘Is every- 
body here?’’ If there is no answer, he 
rings a bell, At once, the doors are 
locked by the guards, who stay outside. 
At once, the messengers who have 
brought cases full of packages of checks 
and money, begin to pass around the 
room leaving the envelope or package 
for each of the other banks with which 
his bank has transacted business the 
day before, Asa rule, every bank does 
business with every other bank, and,

When Columns Do Not Balance 


The millions bave passed out with the 
messengers who brought them, but there 
still remains the task of finding out 
whether everybody bas done his part of 
the day’s work with the same degree 
of accuracy. : 

The banks have presented their ac- 
counts of the business done the day be- 
fore; each envelope bronght by a mes- 
senger contained checks and mone 
showing one bank’s share of that busi- 
ness. Suppose that the business of all 
the other banks in the city with the 
Bank of Montreal's customers amounts 
to a million dollars; it may be more or 
less, but whatever it is it must be paid. 
It may be that the Bank of Montreal

And so aceounts are checked up and 
a balance sheet struck, Sinee it is only 
a daily balancing of accounts, the fig- 
ures must agree in the several columns 
in order that the accounting shall be 
correct, If there is a disagreement it 
must be because some one of the many 
who have had to do with making up the 
figures has blundered in his adding or 
subtracting. From each bank the cleats 
ing house manager has two slips. One 
shows how the daily account stands 
between the two banks named on the 
slip, and the other has on it the amount 
owed the coer house, or what is 
owed by the clearing house. 

For a few minutes after the messen- 
Fonte have taken themselves and their 
urdens of wealth oack to their respee 
tive banks, there is silence again in 
the clearing house. The business is not 
provocative of noise, or rich in con- 
versation.. Mr, Counsell finishes his fig- 
uring and the clerks, now idle and wait- 
ing, curl themselves up and do nothing 
but wait, unless it be to take a glance 
at the morning paper, Having gone over 
his figures again to be quite sure of his 
own correctness, the manager suddenly 
announces ‘*One thousand dollars,’’ 
And thon there is a seatteration! The 
auceounts do not balance by a thousand 
dollars and somebody has made the 
error, It eosts half a dollar to do that 
and bank clerks are not so sumptuously 
ey that they can afford to lose 
alf a dollar very often. There 
are a few minutes of strenuous work 
and then it is found out that a clerk 
made a mistake of a thousand dollars 
in adding his figures. He admits his 
error and the account is corrected, If 
it had been cents instead of dollars, the 
case would have been the same; the ae- 
counts must be gone over until the er- 
ror is found and corrected. 


Daily Settlement Made 


When the correction has been made, 
the clerks may go, not before. In a 
few minutes they are all gone and the 
whole transaction covering the balane- 
ing of perhaps several million dollars 
worth of accounts—has taken no more 
than forty minutes. The day's work is 
not over, though. Mr. Counsell makes

LOES THE SUN CHANGE SHAPE? 


O NE scientist, as the result ef much 
study on his part of hkeliometer 
easurements, said to be
